mowing commenced in

spring of 1916, was continued through 
the summer upon the sides of ave- 
nues, around trie base of monuments, 
and on plats of United States land 
not leased.

lawn mower, one with side-cut mow- 
er, two men with hand lawn mowers, 
and six with scythes to cut out long 
grass and weeds, and to cut out the 
growth along the sides of piked pub- 
lic roads (which are about 10 miles in 
length) were engaged at this work.

Cultivating U. S. Land Under Lease. 


There are 19 farms on the battle- 


field leased to tenants who cultivate 
their grounds under thc direction of 
William C. Storrick. a practical farm- 
er, who keeps them tip to the best 
methods in order to raise the best 
crops. The acreage was the same as 
that of the preceding year.

Land Not Under Lease. 


About 25 acres of land consisting 


of two tracts, one located on East 
Cemetery Hill and the other on Oak 
Ridge, and not under lease, have been 
placed by the chairman under culti- 
vation. This land was prepared for 
planting, divided into plots, and given 
to pupils of the Gettysburg schools 
for cultivation in view of the food 
shortage which now threatens the 
country. 
These plots were planted 


in corn, potatoes, and other crops. 
The pupils are to receive all the 
crops raised and pay for the prepa- 
ration of the land from the proceeds. 


Tree Report. 


The work of repairing damaged 


trees in the National Park which was 
begun last year was taken up again 
this year. This work was carefully 
done and the best known and ap- 
proved methods were used to pre- 
serve them. The cavities were thor- 
oughly cleaned and treated with creo- 
sote and then filled with cement. 


_ The edges of the cavities along the 
line of the cambium were covered 
wun shellac and asphaltum. Weak 
and

strengthen them. The trees selected 
and treated are ncar the avenues 
and were taken on account of their 
historic value and in order to pre- 
serve the original conditions of the 
held.

SCHOOL CODE, ARTICLE EIGHT. 


It shall be the duty of the school directors in each 


county of this Commonwealth to attend such annual con- 
vention of school directors called by the county superin- 
tendent and each school director attending such conven- 
tion shall receive, for his necessary expenses the sum of 
two dollars (S2.00) per day for each day's attendance, 
and mileage at the rate of three cents per mile for the 
distance necessary to be traveled in going to and coming 
from such convention, once each year. Said amount shall 
be paid by an order drawn on the treasurer of the school 
district in which he acts as school director: Provided, 
however, that no school director shall be paid for more 
than two days at any annual convention.
